BRIGHTER PROSPECTS 

Although the West has been unable to say from its own 
experience, that “times are getting better,’’ yet apparent¬ 
ly those in a poajrion to take -a more general view are ful¬ 
ly persuaded Canada is making a quite remarkable 
recovery. I'hi^assurance comes from those most intimate¬ 
ly associated with trade and finance, and from many diff¬ 
erent phases of industry. Until those who live in Western 
Canada actually enjoy some of this returning prosperity, 
they are inclined to be skeptical—-probably too skeptical. 
But it is quite as harmful to be too pessimistic, as it is to 
be too optimistic—and much harder on health and spirits. 

At any rate, it seems to be a definite fact that Canada 
as a whole is moving forward. During the past session, 
legislation has been passed with the object of bringing the 
West forward on the tide of better times, and in the 
course of a few months it is to be hoped that some bene¬ 
ficial results may be realized from the Farm Loan Act 
and the Marketing Act and the Public Works Relief. Lo¬ 
cally, the prospect for crops and feed is entirely altered 
during the past month, and this providential turn for the 
better is reflected in almost all parts of the prairie West. 

Viewed on a larger scale, there are many evidences of 
returning good times. 

Prime Minister Bennett hopes from the increasing rev¬ 
enues, that the budget may be balanced by the end of the 
year. Revenues have increased since April 1, sixteen mil¬ 
lion dollars over the same period a year ago. Foreign 
trade has increased by almost 60 per cent. Income tax col¬ 
lections have risen and in the East, payrolls have substan¬ 
tially increased. The gain in railroad operating revenues 
is in itself heartening. The C.N.R. gross revenues are 20 
per cent above the same period of last year and a gain of 
171* per cent, is registered by the C.P.R. Building per¬ 
mits indicate activity on the part of private enterprise and 
are not only more than last year, but are increasing each 
month. 

Indisputable figures bear out the belief that prosperity 
in the near future (even for Western Canada) may come 
as a reward for the past four years of privation and en¬ 
durance. 

C. C. F. IN ONTARIO 

Don Buchanan, son of Senator Buchanan of the Leth¬ 
bridge Herald, has been viewing the political situation in 
Ontario, and writes an article to the Lethbridge Herald. 

One of the surprises of the election campaign as it pro¬ 
gresses in Ontario is the revival of the C.C.F.'organiza¬ 
tion, which was supposed (in the minds of the opposing 
parties) to have become moribund after the conflicts be¬ 
tween left wing labor and right wing which had resulted 
in the departure of the U.F.O. as affiliates and in reorgan¬ 
ization of the provincial executive. While the U.F.O. is 
running some of its own candidates in the rural areas, the 
new C.C.F. council is putting about 40 candidates in the 
field elsewhere. 

The direction of the campaign is now in hands of Gra¬ 
ham Spry, former secretary of the Canadian Clubs and 
president of the Canadian Radio League. 

There is informal co-operation with the U.F.O. seven 
independent candidates, and while there is little hope of - , 
victory in more than a handful of constituencies, the cam¬ 
paign on the other hand, is being energetically used by 
way of propaganda in preparation for the much stiffer 
battle that is to come during the Dominion election. A 
feature of the C.C.F. list of candidates is the large num¬ 
ber of ministers of the gospel (mostly United Church pas¬ 
tors who have resigned their charges to enter politics in 
the cause of Socialism) and also the number, three to be 
exact, of Ph. D’s who have been nominated. 

The average age of these Socialise candidates is about 
36, which is also approximately the age of the organizer, 
Graham Spry. Two of the young man nominated in rural 
districts are only 22 years old, and in the city of Kitchen¬ 
er they have a United Church missionary who, after spend 
ing most of his youth in Chtna, this year came back to de¬ 
vote his energies to Socialist politics in Canada. 


REP. BY POP 

Representation by population, for which our forefathers 
struggled, does not work out to perfection. No more strik¬ 
ing instance of this could be found than in the recent Sas¬ 
katchewan elections. The Liberal party was elected over¬ 
whelmingly with 49 members. The Farmer-Labor party 
has the remaining five out of the total of fifty-four mem¬ 
bers, and the Conservatives have nary a soul to represent 
them. Yet the 379,367 voters of Sasaktchewan expressed 
their choice as follows: Liberals 178,695; Conservatives 
103,399; Umited Farmer 92,191; others 5,082. The Liberal 
percentage of total votes is 46.9 and the percentage of 
members 90.7. The substantial percentage that favored 
Conservative return, has not one representative to lift his 
voice. This seems very haywire, but can any other system 
be devised that will give fairer representation of the pop¬ 
ulation. • Proportional representation has never been ac¬ 
cepted with any enthusiasm. 

Saskatchewan happens to be a recent and striking in¬ 
stance of the strange working out of the system by which 
parties come, in to power and dominate the policies of a 
province or a nation. In fact, Saskatchewan had such a 
strong Liberal majority of voters over any other group, 
that -the right of a Liberal control is clearly indicated. 
There ar$ instances that might be given in which the gov¬ 
ernment has not represented the actual majority of voters 
in the country. And so far as provincial business is con¬ 
cerned, there is as a rule no striking cleavage between the 
policies of different parties. 

The numbers of members in the recent elections in Sas¬ 
katchewan and Ontario, though somewhat reduced, still 
seem unnecessarily great. Governments are very obstin¬ 
ate in the matter of drastic reduction of representatives, 
but the electorate would welcome a real scaling down. 

The suggestion that the three prairie provinces operate 
under one government, with one representative from each 
of the federal ridings, commends itself to quite a propor¬ 
tion of the population, and it would seem that such a sug¬ 
gestion is sufficiently important to deserve a vote on the 
part of the electorate of the West. 

RECIPE FOR RICHES 

Irvin Cobb, writing in a recent Rotarian magazine, pre¬ 
sents his recipe for getting rich. He says: “Our present 
troubles have cpme because we save the wrong thing. We 
save money, which flits away having no forwarding ad¬ 
dress. We should save almost anything but dollars. Save 
whatever is current except currency, and ensure affluence. 
That is, provided you can wait long enough. 

“For instance, my great grandfather back in 1800, be¬ 
gan trading Kentucky tobacco and whisky to foreign 
parts. One way and another, his correspondence covered 
Europe, Asia and South America. His son succeeded him 
and kept all that correspondence in the original envelopes 
until the early eighties when somebody made a bonfire of 
the whole pile. 

“Just think what it would have meant to succeeding 
generations if my grandfather had hung on to those with¬ 
ered stamps and envelopes. They bore stamps of almost 
priceless issues. All I would have to do would be to pass 
out a few old stamps and get a Rolls Royce or shop round 
for a yacht. 

“Save anything commonplace and almost worthless, just 
so long as it marks an epoch in this transitory and dizzy 
world, and bye and bye, it wijl become tomorrow’? heir¬ 
loom and bring a King’s ransom—if you can wait long 
enough. 

“I look back on my. past life and wish I had saved those 
old fashioned cigarette pictures, mustache cups or back 
numbers of dime novels, or spirm oil lamps. I wish I had 
saved brass cuspidors, and base-burner stoves, or illus¬ 
trated calendars and almanacs. I wish I had saved cigar 
store Indians and buggy whips. 

“So my recipe is: Save something which is of small 
consequence in the present scheme of things, put it away 
and forget it. Even though you may not live long enough 
to translate it into fat dividends, eventually will thy child¬ 
ren’s children rise up and call thee blessed for saving 
something worthwhile.” '

COSTS OF WHEAT $8000 DAMAGES 

RAISING 63 CTS j AGAINST ROYALITE 


The cost of producing wheat after 
summerfallow on 31 illustration sta¬ 
tions in the three prairie provinces 
nas averaged $14.53 per acre, or, con¬ 
sidering the average yield of 23.2 
bushels per acre, at a cost of 63 cents 
per bushel. Wheat grown as second 
crop after summerfallow in Alberta 
and Saskatchewan has cost $12.39 per 
acre, or, considering the average yield 
of 16.2 bushels per acre, at a cost of 
76 cents per bushel..' 

These costs are somewhat less than 
on Dominion Experimental farms or 
private farms. The chief reasons for 
l6wer costs on the illustration sta¬ 
tions lies in the lower valuation being 
placed on tile land, most of fhe sta¬ 
tions being located in regions where 
values are lower. Thus, while the il¬ 
lustration station land has been val¬ 
ued at $21 per acre, the land of the 
experimental farm's has been valued 
•it $12.68 per acre, and that of private 
farms at $41.66 per acre. Differences 
in seed and threshing costs accouiit 
for the remaining slight variations. 


F. D. Wurstemberger of Turner 
[ Valley was awarded $8,000 damages 
against the Royalite Oil Company by 
Mr. Justice Ford in .supreme court 
Friday morning. He originally 
sought $50,000, claiming that drilling 
operations of the company under 
crown lease on his land, situated in 
the townsite of Turner Valley, has 
made certain lots of the subdivided 
property unsaleable.

Ground Beetle, Kccfly Larva, Blister 
< Beetles Are Destructive to 
Grasshoppers 


The larvae of a ground beetle has 
recently come into prominence as a 
destroyer of grasshopper- eggs. The 
larvae of the beefly is another insect 
friend that destroys insect enormous 
numbers of grasshopper eggs. Simi¬ 
larly, various species of blister beetles 
which are so destructive in their ma¬ 
ture stage, produce young that .are, 
| amongst our most important aidsyin, 
our struggle against grasshoppers. 
Then, too, there are the insect para¬ 
sites. Most of these, though not all, 
are related to the wasps. Some -spec¬ 
ies lay their egg’s in cutworms and 
other caterpillars, the resulting larvae 
feeding inside the caterpillar until 
mature, at which time The- caterpillar 
dies. The parasite then pupates eith¬ 
er inside or outside the dead caterpil¬ 
lar and later emerges as a fully de¬ 
veloped insect capable of laying eggs 
in still other insect pests. 

Another insect of importance is one 
of the ground beetles, called the fiery 
hunter. This is a large black beetle 
with rows of coppery spots down its 
back. Jt feeds on a considerable 
number of other insects.

FORTY MILLION 
PUB WORK PROGRAM 

Million Dollar Barracks for Calgary 
Included in Federal Govt. Allotments 

i Prime Minister Bennett announced 
I his public works program on Tuesday 
June 19. 

Ontario gets $10,000,000; Quebec 
$9,000,000; New Brunswick $2,900,000 
Nova 1 Scotia $2,780,000; Manitoba $2,- 
300,000; B.C. $2,000,000; Alberta $1,- 
700,000; Saskatchewan $675,000; 
Prince Edward Island $100,000. 

In addition there is amount for pub 
lie buildings, aids to navigation and 
harbors, Indian affairs and Dept, of 
Interior totalling about $7,800,000. 

Included in the public works for Al¬ 
berta are a millitary barracks for 
lalgary, approximately $1,200,000;-a 
retaining wall for the Bow River, 
Calgary, $150,000; a new post office 
and administration building in Banff, 
$150,000; an R.C.M.P. barracks at 
Edmonton $200,000; a telephone line 
from Keg River to Carcajou, $7,400. 

Buildings Elsewhere 

There are specific provisions in oth¬ 
er parts of Canada for new public 
buildings, armories, postal terminals, 
R.C.M.P. - buildings and so on. 

Interior Department 

To provide for the construction and 
development of public buildings, 
camp sites, electric light and tele¬ 
phone systems, highways, trails, wat- 
er and sewer systems, recreational 
areas, wharves and river protection 
works; to provide for the development 
of historic sites, including buildings, 
repairs and restorations; also to pro¬ 
vide for the construction of the Gold- 
en-Revelstoke (Big Bend) section of 
the trans-Canada highway, between 
Golden and Canoe River, further to 
provide for the purchase and acquisi¬ 
tion of building sites, $2,000,000. 

Tax arrears in the town of Okotoks 
amounts today to the sum of $16,140.- 
47 and an endeavor will be made to 
hold ji tax sale in September. 

Contracts for 300 miles of road, 
gravelling have been let by the Pub¬ 
lic Works Dept, and tenders are be-, 
ing called for an additional 150 miles.

APPLICATIONS TO 
KILL ST1NKWEED 

(From Experimental Farms’ Note) 

At the Dominion Experimental Sta¬ 
tion, Morden, sulphuric acid in con¬ 
centrations ranging from 2 to 6 per 
cent by weight, were sprayed on grow¬ 
ing wheat crops and on summerfal- 
low badly infested with a stinkweed 
(Thlaspi Arvense). The rate of 100 
gallons per acre was used for all-con¬ 
centrations. 

Spray was applied the early part 
of June on wheat that was 10 to 12 
inches high, w-hile the stinkweed was 
in the rosette stage. All concentra¬ 
tions were effective in killing the 
stinkweed. The 2 per cent, concentra¬ 
tions showed a remarkable kill of 
practically 100 per cent, with practi¬ 
cally no damage to wheat plants, 
while the more, concentrated solutions 
burned the leaves of wheat plants. 
The 5 per cent solution checked the 
wheat grow th and maturity was re¬ 
tarded. There were no significant dif¬ 
ferences in the yields from the check 
and treated areas. 

The stinkweed was well advanced 
on the summerfallow, the plants being 
out in bloom, so that even the 6 per 
cent solution was not 100 per cent, ef¬ 
fective. The degree of infestation 
ranged from 75 to 125 plants per 
square foot. 

It would appear that stronger con¬ 
centrations are necessary to effective¬ 
ly control stinkweed in the more ad¬ 
vanced stages, while the less concen¬ 
trated solutions are effective in the 
early stage growth.
